2. Claims 1,4,10,12-14 and 32-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a method and apparatus for testing an integrated circuit 
(10) having wells (14, 18) included partitions that are wired separately from circuit VDD and 
ground having means /step of testing the circuit including independently modifying a p-well 
bias of a transistor (16) and n-well bias of a p-transistor (20) by applying a different well bias 
condition to at least one partition compared to at least one other partition, storing a test result, 
and determining whether a defect exist to one of the circuit as a whole and on a partition by 
partition basis from stored test result. Since claims 4,10,12-14,33 depend from allowed claims 1 
and 32, they are allowed accordingly.
